icputation rests on something more substantial and dignified. For 
Houdini had in later years gained something of the reputation of 
a scholar ¡11 his line. 
The new Encyclopedia Britannica, for ex­ 
ample, advertises his name as one of its most important contri­ 
butors. 
When the government conducted some necessary inves- 
ligations a little while back Houdini was consulted as one who knew 
the <rick> of the frauds who gulled the guileless by spiritistic hocus 
nocus. 
Another basis for his great poularity is the fact that he 
fcad ever been ready to lend himself to worthy humanitarian ef- 
lort. 
So, on the whole, starting in humbly as a performer o f ] 
sllght-of-haiid, Houdini had arrived at the status of a public citizen. 
It is pleasant to be able to reflect that 110 matter what a man 
selects for his life work there is in it the opportunity of winning the 
approval of his fellowmen, so lie follows his life’s path honestly, 
industriously and with a measure of public spirit. Houdini deserves 
well ot the people ot America. 
He not only amused it but strove 
to protect it against those who shamelessly imposed on its con- 
fidence by abusing the more or less simple art of deception which 
he perfected for entertainment and instruction onlv. 
After his 
death, Houdini will still be remembered by the informing books 
he had written both on the black art and on spiritistic fakery.
